Warning purported to be issued 
by the Ku Klux Klan has been 
received by the aged mother of 
R. BE. Cutler, Upland man, who re- 
cently was arrested and charged 
with writing a threatening letter 
to Frank Byrne, Cucamonga ranch- 
er, threatening Byrne's life. 

The warning was written in red 
ink and warned Mrs. Cutler that 
}she must persuade her son to 
leave the community. It was sign- 


ed with the supposed signature of 
the Ku Klux Klan, according to 
officers who aré conducting an 
investigation of the letter. 


















A number of other mysterious 
letters to Cutler have been receiv- 
ed, according to Attorney Archie 
D. Mitchell, representing Cutler: 
The source of these letters is 
being investigated. 

Following is one of the letters 
which QOutler has received recent: 
ly; 

Gets Anonymous Warning 

“Raleigh Cutler: 

“Sir.—I take it on myself to 
write in regard to a little matter. 
1 have just left the P. office here, 
where | listened. They seem to 
have a frameup on you _ about 
something concerning Uncle Sam’s 
affairs—-letters or something. 

“I thought I would phone you, 
but that would be dangerous. So 
I hope you will get this in time 
as 1 think they are going to act 
at once, This may give you time 
to get away from this 

“In haste, 

“From a Real Friend.” 

Declaring that he had nothing 
to fear since he had not misused 
the mails, Cutler paid no atten- 
tion to the warning. The letter 
which Mr. Byrne turned over to 
Sheriff W. A. Shay, resulting in 
Cutler's arrest, was signed. with 
the initials “R. BE. ©.” and threat- 
ened the rancher'’s life if he 
would vot permit the writer to 
“go with” his daughter, Irene. It 
follows:

NITCHEN INSPIRED 
HOME SWEET HOME 


The sweetest song in the English 
language was written on the memory 
of his old home in America, by John 
Howard Payne. The old New England 
homes inspired love and longing in 
the hearts of those who had wandered 
far afield. ; 

It is safe to assume that it was 
not the parlor of the old New England 
home that inspired the love, as the 
parlor was a. stiff, formal place, 
opened only on state occasions, but 
rather it was the kitchen which at 
that period of the nation’s history 
was the living room, oftentimes the 
dining room, and it instilled loving 
memories in every heart of the family. 

The kitchen was a large, comfortable 
room, usually equipped with an im- 
mense fireplace; with its cranes on 
which hung the kettles for boiling, 
for the heating of water. with its 
big reflecting oven, with its multiple 
of utensils, such as toasting forks, 
bread shovels, and all of the necessary 
tools which’ were required at that 
period for cooking and roasting. 

It was the memory of many won- 
derful dinners that had been prepared 
in that kitchen—the Thanksgiving Din- 
ner, the Christmas, the New Year’s— 
and like events. It was the memory 
of the Hallowe’en parties, the evenings 
spent before the fireplace, with apples 
and cider; the evenings when the 
stranger who, always welcome, sat 
before the fireplace and told of hap- 
penings at points other than the family 
circle, 

The news of the day was distributed 
largely by word of mouth. But few 
newspapers were in existence. Trans- 
portation. wags slow, so that the. fite- 
place was the point at which current 
events were discussed. Children gather- 
ed in their corner and studied their 
lessons, played their simple games, 
or listened to their elders discussing 
the vital problems of the day. 

It was the memory of this old 
kitchen that induced John Howard 
Payne to write “Home Sweet Home.” 

Conditions have changed. The kitchen 
is no longer the living room. The 
modern home has its living room and 
dining room, so that the kitchen is 
simply a workshop or factory, and 
as such should be equipped with the 
very latest appliances in order to 
make it as efficient as the factories 
turning out less important 
products for the use of the nation.. 

There are modern appliances which 
are just as efficient for kitchen duties 
as appliances which are made for the 
manufacture of our textiles, of cloth- 
ing, ete., but unfortunately, the kitchen 
has never been considered a factory. 
It has been the point of least con- 
sideration on the part of the men of 
the nation. 

The housewife’s duties were looked 
upon as of but little importance, as 
compared with man’s and until very 
recently but little consideration was 
given to the cutting down of the labor 
of the housewife. 

The overhead in the kitchen is just 
as great as the overhead in the other 
factories. Economy is as necessary in 
the kitchen as in the workshop or 
office; and the Gas Equipment Ex- 
hibit for Better Homes is a demon- 
stration of kitchen efficiency to which 
every man should give serious con- 
sideration.

Before Superior Judge Ben- 
jamin F. Warmer, Ruckman 
pleaded guilty and. told his 
story of long years of separa- 
tion from his .family, always 
fearing the law, and_ was. par- 
oled. Ruckman was arrested 
by Santa Fe officer Fred John- 
son as he stepped from an 
Alaskan steamer 
three months ago—the first 
time in his wandering that he 
had set foot on home soil. 
Gained Reputation As Fugitive 

Although fled tfrom the 
courts in 1911, forfeiting a 
$2,000 bail Ruckman gained 
a reputation for integrity in 
levery country that he visited, 
according to records of Pro- 
bation Officer George Larmore, 
After the expiration of his 
parole, his plea of guilty to 
a erime, will be stricken off 
court reeords, Judge Warmer 
promised him. 

Ruckman, himself, did not 
actually rob the car. Two 
brakemen committed the crime, 
but he was an accomplice.

FORBES FOUND 
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“BOLDEN APPLE” 


| AND ARRESTED) GRAMMAR SCHOOL 





Mystery of the disappear- 
ance of Donald L. Forbes, 50- 
year-old beau brummel, gentle- 
man printer and alleged bank- 
swindler and. embezzler, who 
dropped completely from sight 
last September .after sending 
a note to friends here telling 
of his intention of committing 
suicide by drowning himself 
in the ocean at Paso Robles, 

{was solved today with the re- 
ceipt of word of the arrest of 
the man under the name of 
D, L. Flint, at Ukiah. 

Forbes, or Flint, is said to 
have admitted swindling the 
Ontario Bank of Italy out of 
$1,000, as well as a number of 
other banks, from which he 
obtained much larger sums, 
including $7000 from the First 
National Bank of Willets, 
which resulted in his arrest, 
and $15,000 from three banks 
in New Haven, Conn. 

In writing his suicide note, 


Forbes gave the address of a| 


garage at Paso Robles where 
he would leave a high-priced 
motor car, which he was buy- 
ing on contract, and this was 
later recovered by C. C. Min- 
ton, the Ontario dealer from 
‘whom he made the purchase. 
At the time of his disappear- 
ance, Forbes was also sought 
by the A. R. Volk department 
store, which had extended him 
eredit in a_ eonsiderable 
amount.. 

Forbes sudden dropping from 
sight brought near tragedy to 
the lives of at least two per- 


sons. Shortly after coming| Peleus 


to Ontario, where he was gen- 
erally regarded as a man of 
wealth and position, he struck 
up an acquaintance with Fred 
P. Smith, a young Englishman 
in straitened financial cireum- 
stances, whom he promised an 
equal partnership in and the 
superintendency of a large 
Upland orange grove, with 
whose owner he was _negoti- 
ating a purchase. 

On the strength of this prom- 
ise, Smith wrote his fiance in 
England, urgng that she and 
her mother sell their belong- 
ings in England and come to 
America, he meet them in New 
York, financed by Forbes, and 
escorted them to Ontario, It 
was not until the young wo- 
man, Miss Alice Stephens, her 
mother, Mrs. A. E. Stephens 
and her brother, Alexander, 
were on the high seas that 
Forbes disappeared and when 
they landed on American soil, 
young ‘Smith found himself 
helpless to carry out his end 
of the bargain. Finally, after 
great difficulty the Stephens 
family was able to reach On- 
tario, but the wedding whieh 
was to have been celebrated 
last fall, was of necessity post 
poned. 
| It was declared unlikely. to- 
day that Forbes would be 
brought baek to Ontario for 
trial, since the case against 
him at Willets is considered 
conclusive,

L. A. Subdivision 


Is Not In Excess 
Buildings Erected as Fast as Lots Sold 


Subdivisions in Los Angeles during the last two 
years have not kept far in advance of building 
notwithstanding a very general belief that sub- 
dividing has run riot. Statistics compiled by C. C. 
Lincoln of the research department of Security 
Trust & Savings Bank show that in 1923 a total 
of 34,295 lots were placed on the market in sub- 
divisions lying wholly or partially within the city 
limits. 

During 1923 the Los Angeles city building de- 
partment issued 62,548 permits, of which about 50 
per cent represented new buildings on individual 
lots. Alterations and additions and private garages 
accounted for 29,760 permits, and a considerable 
number of permits were ready for dwellings on 
improved lots or in courts. 

It is a fair estimate therefore that 31,000 or 
32,000 permits represented the improvement of 
individual lots. During 1922 a total of 24,268 lots 
were placed on the market. That year the city 
building department issued 47,397 permits of 
which about 50 per cent or between 23,000 and 
24,000 were for improvement of individual lots. 

Assuming that these figures are approximately 

correct, it is apparent that the number of lots in 
new subdivisions placed on the market during the 
last two calendar years was only about 2000 in 
excess of the number of lots actually improved 
These have been the two years of greatest activity 
in subdivising since the world war. 
“There was, however, a very great surplus of 
unimproved lots in the city at the beginning of 
the war, the result of a period of great activity 
in real estate attending the revival of business 
following the panic of 1907. Some of that surplus 
was absorbed by building operations in the three 
years prior to 1922, but a survey made three years 
ago indicated approximately 40 per cent of un- 
improved lots within a radius of six or seven miles 
from Seventh and Broadway. 








The amount of unimproved property within 
that radius has been greatlly reduced, but the city 
limits have also been extended to include a large 
number of new subdivisions in which comparatively 
little building has been done. At the present time 
therefore the proportion of unimproved property in 
the city is perhaps little less than it was at the 
close of the war.

and shipper of Florida fruit, he has 
not one acre of citrus orchard in 
California, but he handles our auction 
markets for us. 

I was told recently by one of our 
own officials that di Giorgio shipped 
from Florida about a quarter of a 
million boxes a year. Evidently some 
others are not well informed about 
him, for I have it from di Giorgio 
himself that he handles about ONE 
MILLION boxes from Florida annually, 
instead of a quarter of that amount. 

Now it would seem that this $200,000 
a year binds Mr. Giorgio pretty closely 
to us, and that this most powerful 
of all Florida citrus producers and 
shippers should be the main factor in 
bringing about co-operation between 
Florida and California.
